



Having wrapped up its second straight 
Far Western Conference baseball cham- 
pionship, and its seventh title in li years 
under head coach Cal Boyes, Sacramento 
State College has again been invited to 
compete in the NCAA College Division 
regional championships. 

The Hornets, who last year made 
history by being the first team to go into 
the championships with a losing record 
for the season, were a virtual shoo-in 
for a spot in the regionals. Aside from 
the fact that the Hornets made it two 
FWC titles in a row, Sacramento State 
is the host school for the regionals this 
year, which will be held May 2/-22-23 
at Harry Renfree Field. 


But the fact that the Hornets would 
be invited was made official early Mon- 
day in a five-way conference call be- 
tween NCAA tournament officials, 
Sacramento State, reportedly, was the 
first school officially invited to compete. 


Other entrants 


Chapman College of Southern 
California has also been named to play. 
But after that, the picture becomes a 
little fuzzy as to the other two entries. 

A three-way play-off has been made 
necessary to decide who will represent 
the northern part of the region. 

The University of Puget Sound (20-5), 
Seattle Pacific (i4-1D and Portland State 
(23-5) will hold a tournament late this 
week at a yet undetermined location with 
the winner advancing to next week’s 
regionals.

Reis Tijerina, a leader of the Allianza 
Federal de Mercedes (Federal Alliance of 
Land Grants), spoke at the Sacramento 
Stars College football field Friday, May 9, 
1969 on the ‘U.S, conspiracy to keep the 
Mexican Americans in psychological re- 
tardation and ignorant of their con- 
stitutional rights.’’ 

Tijerina, who staged a raid on the 
courthouse at Tierra Amarilla, N.M.. on 
June 5, 1967 to publicize the claims of 
the impoverished Mexican Americans of 
Rio Arriba County, compared himself to 
Cesar Chavez, leader of the grape boy- 
cott, Tijerina, who said that he com- 
municates continually with Chavez, said 
we deal ‘‘with the same problems: life 
and happiness. There is no difference 
whatsoever,’’ 

At a press conference before his 
speech, Tijerina was asked about the 
claims of his people on federal lands 
in what is today Carson National Forest. 

“Land is a side issue,” Tijerina 
said, ‘‘Identity and constitutional rights 
of the people are the main issues, We are 
seeking what the white man was seeking 
when he came to this country — freedom.’’ 

Tijerina spoke of the “‘petrified es- 
tablishment’’ cutting itself off from human 
relations and of conspiracies against the 
Blacks and th_ Browns,

Boyes’ nine gained its FWC champion- 
ship Saturday by splitting a doubleheader 
with San Francisco State to eliminate the 


Gators, And at the same time, SSC got 
some help from Nevada, which swept a 
twin bill from Hayward, the only other 
team that had a chance to catch the Hornets. 


Chapman, champion of the little-known 
Southern California Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Conference, will rate as favorite 
in the regionals. Last year, Chapman 
eliminated Sacramento State in the 
regionals at Long Beach, and went on to 
play high in the college division’ s national 
championship tournament at Springfield, 
Mo, 


This year, Chapman holds the dis- 
tinction of having beaten both UCLA and 
Southern Cal, 


Portland State also was an entrant in 
last year’s regional at Long Beach, and 
is the team most likely to win in that 
northern playoff. 

Admission for the regionals at Renfree 
Field will be $1 for adults and 50 cents 
for students with student body cards,

A Brown Beret history 


In the spring of last year, the term ‘Brown Berets” was hardly 
known, much less accepted, in the greater Sacramento area. When the 
idea of fighting for ‘la Causa’? was mentioned, noses went up and 
thumbs went down. The Brown Berets existed in the minds of many 
people as being merely another barrio gang, another excuse for violence. 
To most of the people, the Brown Berets promised only a repetition 
of the past hundred and twenty years. ‘‘Besides,’’ they would ask, 
“how can such a youthful organization change things when four to 
six generations of Chicanos could do very little to help us? And if 
you can change things, why don’t you? 

So, we proceeded to set people straight about the Berets and to 
unite “la Raza’, We conducted open meetings on Sundays; we have 
classes in Chicano history; and, most importantly, we brought Raza 
together. Everywhere a Brown Beret went, la palabra de la Causa 
went with him. And although we thought we had done a lot of rapping, 
we still didn’t know how much progress we had made with the community. 

Then the answer came, almost as if it had been planned. The 
Concilio, a Chicano organization composed of 26 Chicano organizations, 
had asked the Sacramento Area Economic Opportunity Council for 
$102,440 to fund a clinic, for Sacramento’s poor, to fund a Chicano 
library, and to, generally, better serve the Chicano community. 
Twice, the Concilio had asked for the money; twice, the Concilio 
had received the money; and twice, SAEOC had taken the money away 
from Concilio, By now the SACRA Brown Berets had been contacted 
by the Concilio in an effort to gain support from the community 
at large. This was to be Concilio’s third and final attempt to get 
funded by SAEOC, 

The rest is history; with Brown Berets lined along each of the 
walls of the meeting and more than two hundred people on the side 
of Concilio, the SAEOC had no choice but to give in to the community, 
Then the Berets staged an all-day symposium at Sacramento High 
School with Chicanos speaking on every aspect of the Chicano’s life. 
How many young Chicanitos learned for the first time of the position 
and situation of their Raza in this ‘‘free society’’. 

In December of 1968 the SACRA Brown Berets participated in a 
Christmas Unity Project which gave many young children their first 
look at a happy and cheerful Christmas. The New Year found the 
Berets concerned with Chicanos and higher education. Sac State 
in particular found that the Berets were quite willing to spend hours 
picketing in support of their Chicano brothers in college. The AFT 
walkout was supported by the SACRA Brown Berets even though the 
educationally ‘‘superior’’ professors could not muster up the stamina 
to stand firm themselves, 

From the state college campus the spotlight moved to the E] Rancho 
Motel where the Brown Berets walked-out-on and denounced Dr. 
Darryl Enos and Mr. Henry Teichert on educational television, KVIE, 
Channel 6, 

On February 16, 1968 the SACRA Brown Berets along with the Black 
Panthers spoke at a Free Huey Rally at Sacramento ( ity College and 
Stressed unity among the oppressed minorities. 

Since March the SACRA Brown Berets have been involved in three 
main issues: 1) Washington Elementary School, 2) la Raza Nueva 
Advisory Committee to the California Youth Authority, and 3) the use 
of BROWN LIGHTS on the Capito! Dome during the week of the Cinco 
de Mayo. : 

But what is the purpose of the Brown Berets? Basically, the purpose 
of the Brown Berets can be summed up in its motto: To Serve... 
Observe .. . and Protect . . . Perhaps each of these three points had 
better be clarified. 

To Serve the Chicano community, by all means necessary, so that 

it will be able to determine its own destiny; and 

To Observe all city, county, state, and federal agencies which deal 

with and/or affect our community, especially law enforcement 
agencies; and 

To Protect the Chicano community, by all means necessary, from 

any individaul or agency which threatens the life, actions, 
or goals of the Chicano community. 

The Brown Beret was adopted because it acts as a symbol of unity 
and a symbol of the pride we have in the color of our skin. The patch 
on the beret expresses the two general philosophies which a Brown 
Beret always keeps in mind: the cross symbolizes the fact that we 
will use peaceful means in an attempt to gain our goals; the crossed 
rifles symbolize the fact that we may be forced to extremes if those 
in power do not wish to realize the dreams of the Chicano community 
by peaceful means. Exactly to what extremes we will be forced is 
dependent on those in power.

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“‘No, I’m sorry,’’ These are the words which many blacks on this 
campus have repeatedly heard in their vain attempts to secure housing 
in apartments close to the Sacramento State campus. With the Fair 
Housing Act and related laws, you may ask me how can such conditions 
exist? 

What methods do the apartment owners use to discriminate? A black 
student telephones his prospective residence and is told there isa 
vacancy, He proceeds to the apartment building and upon his arrival 
the owner states the apartment has been rented, But such methods are 
no longer effective because the owner may be caught in his lie through 
recordings and being subsequently watched to see if he secures 
new renters, Now, in order to not have to be put in the situation where 
they commit themselves, the apartment owners or managers have the 
telephone number unlisted in the phone book under the apartment’s 
name, What kind of advantage does this give the management? Where 
as before a person could call to ask for vacancies without disclosing 
his race, now, with this new idea, a person would on his appearance 
be disclosing his race and thus is discriminated against, Even though 
vacant housing is available he is told ‘‘No vacancy,”’ 

On March 22, 1969, two groups of students and interested persons 
sought to find out which apartments close to the college discriminated 
against blacks, One group of students had no problems in their search 
for vacant housing. However, the other group unfortunately did not 
bring back the same report, 

The second group consisted to two whites and three blacks. The 
following took place, The whites went to the College Fair Apartments, 
2500 Fair Oaks Boulevard, and asked if they had vacant apartments 
and were shown two vacant apartments. When the blacks went to the 
apartments fifteen minutes later they were told no vacancies and 
the rent was five doljars higher. In the interim, the apartment building 
was watched to see if there were any inquiries. There were none; 
The same procedure was followed at Sierra Oaks, 2650 Fair Oaks 
Boulevard, with the same occurrence. The white couple was shown 
one vacant apartment while the black students were told there was 
no vacancy, The rent was the same for both. 

With such bold evidence, I am in hopes that Sacramento State 
College will stand behind its students and take steps to publicize 
the facts here presented and censure activities as noted by College 
Fair and Sierra Oaks Apartments.

The big uproar over sex education

“There is a definite nead fox 
a sex-education program and, un- 
fortunately, the responsibility falls 
on the school system by default. 
However, school board members 
can’t act until the public wants 
it.’’ Getting the public to agree 
on a suitable sex education 
program has shown to be a long 
hard-fought process, as shown in 
local school districts. 

In une San Juan Unified School 
District, representing a large part 
of Sacramento’s north area, there 
is no policy on sex education, 
However, the district is in the 
process of trying to find one, with 
the help of the community. 

All the films that have been 
considered for possible use that 
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relate to the subject of sexual 
morality are being witheld from 
distribution or use in the schools, 
This has been the situation for 
some time. However, in early 
April there was a school board 
resolution on the subject, and it 
Was approved unanimously. 

The controversial activity is 

largely applied to the moral 
behavior aspects of sex, Films and 
studies used in biology, science 
or hygiene that relate to growth 
and development and knowledge and 
care of the body will continue to 
used, 
Dr. Ferd Kiesel, superintendent 
of schools, pointed out that the 
district adopted a policy on human 
growth and development _in- 
struction at the elementary level 
in 1963 and no changes have since 
occurred. 

Some board members felt that 
the district should ‘‘lead the way’”’ 
in showing some of the film 
strips to the adults, ‘‘Let’s begin 
sex education for adults, and then 
see what they think about the use 
of these films,’’ said one board 
member. 

Those who object to a family life 
program generally do so on two 
bases: objection to instruction in 
sex behavior, and the students 
questioning on and acting out of 
family problems, which is often 
considered an invasion of family 
privacy. 

Questions of wontrol are often 
expressed by concerned parents. 
One parent asks ‘‘How can you

control classroom discussion’?’’ 
and another states, ‘Don’t inter- 
fere with subjects that should be 
taught in the home.’’ 

Many members of other groups 
see, in sex education, a nation- 
wide plot to undermine the morals 
of the American people. These 
critics attacked SEICUS (the Sex 
Education and information Council 
of the United States) as being the 


main perpetrator of the harmful 
material. SEICUS is one of the 
plans being considered in the 
Sacramento County Schools. The 


San Juan board president pointed 
out that the district 1 wrt 
obliged to the use of any county 
materials or programs. ‘‘We will 
create our own program in line 
with wishes of our own com- 
munity.’* 


in the El Dorado County Schoo! 
District, east of Sacramento, a 
proposed sex education plan has 
been shelved, at least for the time 
being. However, any one of the lf 
districts within the county are 
free to select or reject any part 
of the California Board of Educ- 
ation program. Approval of such 
a guideline would leave to the 
loca] district the final decisior 
on family life education. 

Sex education is one of the big- 
gest issues confronting lawmakers 
today, A California poiic'cal group 
has criticized ‘‘indiscriminate sex 
education teaching’’ in the schools. 
A spokesman declared, ‘“The num- 
ber one issue is cornpulsory educ- 
ation. Secondly, who is going to 


teach the sex education and what 
are the ground rules? I am mst 
against indiscriminate teaching of 
sex education and the fact that any 
one and everyone can teach the 
subject and the fact that there are 
no rules and regulations that can 
control anyone teaching today in 
this state.”

As one mother put 
it: ‘*I think it is a shame children 
are getting better instruction at 
driving a car than enough pre- 
paration to make a happy marriage 
after they get ou: of school.”

will follow the concepts of A.S, 
Neil’s ‘‘Summerhill’’ school in 
England by presenting to its pupils 
(aged 6-10) a totally free learning 
environment, 

The school’s philosophy will be 
based not on the usual fear 
realtionships, but on love by using 
non-authoritarian methods of 
teaching the basic educational 
skills, At the same time the 
creative skills of the children wil 
be nurtured and developed. 

The educatonal structure will 
provide the children with a free 
environment in which their in- 
tellectual and creative develop- 
ment will be one of experience 
rather than rote learning. 

Because the focus of the 


educational process will be one 
of experience, mobility is an im- 
portant factor of the school, 
Therefore, the number of pupils 
will be kept small — about 20 — 
so that the whole school may 
pack up and go toa park, the zoo or 
a play or concert, 

The staff of the school, both 
administrative and teaching, wil/ 
be voluntary. The school itself 
will be financed by half of its 
studems. Only half because for 
every pupil whose family pays the 
tuition, another will be given a 
complete scholarship. In this way 
the poorer white students, blacks 
ami browns will be, in essence, 
subsidized by the more affluen’ 
community.

The Educational Opportunity 
Program was established last 
spring by college students and 
faculty members under the direc- 
tion of Dr, E.L. Klingelhofer. In 
September 1968, fifty-four stu- 
dents were admitted Sacramento 
State College under the provisions 
of the Educational Opportunity 
Program, Another twenty students 
were admitted to the program in 
the spring of 1969. 


Ihe students here at SSC were 
helped educationally in four ways. 
freshman students who did not 
qualify for admission, took a 61/2 
week pre-college readiness pro- 
gram last summer. This program 
was manned by volunteers who 
devoted two hours per day to 
individualized training in language 
and communications, college fa- 
miliarization, encounter group 
work and art workshop ex- 
periences,

With the fall registration the 
students were assigned to faculty 
advisors who had volunteered to 
work intensively with participants. 
All EOP students enrolled in the 
regular genera! education classes 
and they were provided with a 
tutorial center. 


The EOP methods vary in the 
different colleges and since they 
are a relatively new phenomenon, 
conclusive evidence of the success 
of different programs is unavail- 
able at this point. At Sacramento 
State, however, fifty-one of the 
fifty-four students have continued 
into the second semester and their 
level compares favorably with that 
of the average SSC student. 


Since the admissions office was 
impressed with the success of the 
EOP students this past year, the 
program is to be continued for the 
school year of 1969-70. 


Dr. Klingelhofer has now turned 
the program over to the newly 
appointed director, Francis G. 
Navarrette and his assistant Bill 
Mitchell. These two men will 
assume charge of recruitment of 
applicants for the EOP and the 
responsibility of seeking financial 
assistance for those students 
selected for the 1969 fall program. 
Navarrett’s office will also provide 
such educational support service 
as summer orientation, class pro- 
gramming and tutoring after the 
students are enrolled here at the 
State college. 


The Educational Opportunity 
Program provides this financial 
and educational! assistance to stu- 
dents from low income and minor- 
ity groups that have been poorly 
represented in our colleges. In

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Peto's two-fold purpose 








Course aims to help low-income consumers

Poor people are constantly 
preyed upon by unscrupulous mer- 
chants who take advantage of their 
ignorance and poverty by making 
use of contract loopholes, illegal 
credit schemes, and ‘‘failure to 
read the fine print’ situations. 
Unless they had some legal 


training, very few of them could

understaml the fine print, even if 
they did read it. 

Guy B. Peto, assistant pro- 
fessor of business administration, 
aware that poverty makes the poor 
vulnerable to all kinds of schemes, 
such as “bait and switch’’ selling, 
high pressure salesmen, and 
buying on credit at high interest 
is doing something about it. 

He is teaching a class called 
‘‘Low Income Consumer Educa- 


tion’’ in which his students find 
out the answers toall the schemes, 
And these answers are provided by 
the students to any group that can 
use this kind of information, 

The purpose of the class is 
twofold. It provides a learning 
situation where in students are 
allowed a great deal of freedom 
and opportunity to use their 
initiative in applying many of the 
skills discussed in the classroom.

It also provides information to 
consumers so that many of the 
problems created by uninformed 
and unwise buying may be avoided. 

The students are assigned a 
specific topic on which they do 
research, They prepare both a 
written and an oral report, They 
obtain speaking engagements 
throughout the community where 
individual topics are presented, 
They are most interested in 
reaching audiences in those six 
areas in Sacramento County, four 
urban and two rural, defined as 
low income areas by the Office 
of Economic Opportunity. 

The topics on which they speak 
are appliances and furniture, food 
purchasing and the Food Stamp 
Program, door-to-door sales, 
laws affecting consumers, credit 
buying, and medicine and cos- 
metics, _ 

The class was initiated in the 
spring, 1969 by Professor Peto, 
who said that he has travelled in 
enough ‘‘so-called liberal’ circles 
that admit problems exist andthen 
just sit around and talk about them. 
He admits, somewhat  sar- 
castically, that some may go down 
and view the situation before they 
come back and say, ‘‘There are 
indeed poor people; they are indeed 
being taken.”” Yet no one goes out 
and tells them how to avoid it. 
As an example of this kind of 
inaction, he cited one report he 
had in his office which did little 
more than admit that poverty did 





indeed exist in Sacramento, 

Before channeling his efforts to 
aid the poor in this direction, 
Professor Peto volunteered his 
services as a lawyer to the Legal 
Aid Society of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. By doing 
this he was able tc help people 
out of ‘failure to read the fine 
print’’ situations and saw also the 
need to teach low income con- 
sumers ‘*how to buy.’’ 

Legislation may, in time, close 
the loopholes but legislation is 
painfully slow, In the meantime, 
individuals must be considered; 
they must be taught how to utilize 
programs as they now exist, Pro- 
fessor Peto said they face ‘‘either 
the extreme of the government 
taking care of them as if they 
were children,’’ or being grounded 
in a thorough ‘knowledge of 
business practices, They must be 
given information they could use 
tomorrow to save five bucks.”’ 

The class has obtained specific 
engagements before a variety of 
local groups and organizations in 
low-income areas including 
PTA’s, persons on welfare, 
mothers of pre-school children, 
adult education training classes, 
and classes opened to the general 


public, 
The class has _ encountered 
several problems, One such 


problem is the language barrier, 
They have had many requests that 
their presentations be made in 
Spanish as well as in English,
